Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  my  second  Annual  Report 
on  the  state  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Redditch  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st.  1965* 

VITAL  STATISTICS: 

The  population  has  increased,  according  to  the  Registrar 
General* s  official  mid-year  estimate  from  35*960  in  1965  to 
36,620  in  1966.  The  birth  rate,  however,  on  the  standardised 
figures,  has  shown  an  increase  of  only  0.2?  per  1000  population, 
the  actual  rate  being  20.7  per  1000.  The  national  rate  is  18.0 
and  this  is  the  first  year  since  1955  that  the  total  national 
births  have  fallen  compared  with  the  previous  year.  With  the 
influx  of  a  comparatively  young  population  into  the  new  town  of 
Redditch  the  upward  trend  in  the  birth  rate  here  is  most  likely 
to  continue.  Whether  we  have  reached  the  beginning  of  the 
end  of  the  population  explosion  in  England  and  Wales  it  is  as  yet 
too  soon  to  conjecture.  The  Still  Birth  Rate  in  Redditch  has 
decreased  to  16*45  per  1000  total  births  and  there  has,  in  fact, 
been  in  general  a  reduction  over  the  last  five  years,  though  it 
must  be  remembered  that  these  rates  are  based  on  a  small  number  of 
actual  still  births. 

There  were  fewer  infant  deaths  in  1965  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  these  encouraging  trends  in  the  reduction  of  infant  loss  due 
to  the  hazards  of  birth  and  the  first  year  of  life  will  be  continued. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE; 

The  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  showed  the  anticipated 
high  incidence  of  measles  with  a  high  rate  in  the  5+  age  group. 
Measles  is  characterised  by  a  two  year  cycle  but  the  early  months 
of  1966  also  brought  in  a  large  number  of  notifications. 

In  two  cases  of  dysentery  in  children  the  causative  organism 
was  isolated  and  proved  to  be  of  the  Salmonella  type  often  associated 
with  food  poisoning.  In  each  case  the  source  of  infection  was  the 
family  pet,  in  the  one  case  a  dog  and  in  the  other  a  cat.  The 
handling  of  pets  by  their  owners  may  sometimes,  therefore,  be  not 
without  hazard.  In  both  cases  the  organism  continued  to  be 
excreted  by  the  patients  long  after  the  convalescent  stage  and  hence 
they  constituted  a  potential  source  of  further  infection.  The 
possible  source  of  danger  which  the  child’s  pet  may  be  from  an 
infectious  disease  point  of  view  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  parents 
and  strict  hygienic  practices, especially  adequate  hand  washing 
instituted  early. 
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VACCINATION  and  IMMUNISATION: 


It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  of  the  children  born 
in  the  Redditch  area  in  1964  88.8%  had  been  immunised  with  Triple 
Antigen  plus  oral  polio  by  the  end  of  1965*  Parents  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  their  wisdom  in  ensuring  that  their  children  are 
protected  against  these  so  frequently  tragic  illnesses.  Tribute 
should  also  be  paid  to  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  town  who  are 
tireless  in  their  efforts  to  remind  mothers  of  their  responsibilities 
in  this  direction,  and  who  guide  them  to  take  advantage  of  all  the 
available  services  provided  by  the  local  Health  authority  and  local 
general  practitioners. 

Unfortunately,  the  number  of  vaccinations  against  smallpox 
in  young  babies  shows  a  considerable  reduction  on  the  previous 
year,  being  443  at  age  1  year  as  against  632  in  1964.  Recent 
experience  has  demonstrated  the  ever  present  menace  of  this  disease 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  forthcoming  year  rather  more 
babies  will  be  given  protection*  The  practice  of  carrying  out 
vaccination  at  one  year  of  age  rather  than  in  the  early  months 
when  perhaps  the  mother  is  more  conscious  of  her  responsibility  in 
regard  to  immunisation  schedules  has  undoubtedly  some  bearing  on 
the  situation.  The  increase  in  foreign  travel,  especially  by 
air,  to  and  from  smallpox  endemic  areas  means  that  it  is  more 
important  than  ever  for  the  population  to  be  protected  against 
imported  cases  where  the  victim  has  been  transported  by  air  during 
the  incubation  period. 

SEWERAGE  and  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL: 

A  comprehensive  survey  was  included  in  last  years  report  and  a 
summary  of  the  present  position  with  future  proposals  is  as  follows :- 

The  District  is  intersected  by  a  ridge  which  runs  in  a  north-westerly 
direction  from  Crabbs  Cross  to  Foxlydiate  and  forms  part  of  the  boundary 
of  the  River  Arrow  drainage  area.  The  area  to  the  north  and  east  of 
this  ridge  drains  to  the  River  Arrow  by  means  of  a  small  number  of 
water-courses.  The  area  to  the  west  is  drained  by  the  valleys  of 
the  Swans  Brook  and  its  tributaries. 

The  main  sewage  works,  the  Ipsley  Works,  designed  to  take  a 
dry  we ather  flow  of  0.97  million  gallons  per  day  is  still  having  to 
take  a  dry  weather  flow  of  about  1*5  million  gallons  per  day,  but 
improvements  are  in  hand  to  enable  the  treatment  of  a  dry  weather  flow 
of  2  million  gallons  per  day  to  be  carried  out  to  Royal  Commission 
standards,  until  such  time  as  the  new  works  is  provided. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  the  New  Town  it  is  proposed  that  a  new  works 
should  be  provided  in  the  Studley  region  which  will  enable  the  whole  of 
this  drainage  area  to  be  drained  by  gravity.  The  area  to  the  west  of 
the  ridge  will  generally  drain,  again  by  gravity,  to  a  new  works  to  be 
sited  in  the  valley  of  the  Swans  Brook. 
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The  initial  phase  of  extension  to  relieve  the  Ipsley  Works, 
should,  when  commissioned  in  1969»  leave  this  Works  to  cope  with 
a  dry  weather  flow  of  1  million  gallons  per  day  with  probable 
abandonment  in  ten  to  fifteen  years  time.  All  sewage  from  this 
drainage  area  could  then  be  treated  on  the  new  site. 


MEDICAL  PRIORITIES  FOR  RE-HOUSING: 

ID  persons  were  granted  priority  for  the  tenancy  of  council 
houses  on  medical  grounds  as  against  11  in  the  previous  year.  The 
majority  of  cases  were  suffering  from  either  severe  heart  disease 
or  chest  disease  which  placed  a  limitation  on  their  activities. 

63  new  council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  but  no 
new  council  dwellings  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  this  is  because  further  development  must  await  the 
publication  of  the  master  plan  by  the  Redditch  Development 
Corporation  which  is  scheduled  for  the  autumn  of  1966. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  pleased  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  Officers  and  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  during 
the  year,  and  especially  Mr.  Champion,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector.  I  am  also  grateful  for  the  support  of  the  Chairman 

and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee.

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ICE  CREAM 


One  hundred  and  eight  premises  are  registered  to  retail  ice  cream  and  of 
these  four  are  registered  to  manufacture.  During  the  year  85  inspections  were 
made  and  15  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  7  samples  taken 
for  chemical  analysis. 


Bacteriological  Samples 

There  are  four  provisional  grades  for  ice  cream.  Grades  1  and  2  are 
satisfactory  and  grades  3  and  4  are  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  15  samples  14  we re 
Grade  1  and  1  was  Grade  2. 

Chemical  Samples 

The  minimum  chemical  standard  for  ice  cream  is  5%  fat  and  7 solids  not 
fat.  Of  the  samples  taken  the  highest  fat  content  was  11.3$  and  the  lowest 
10. C The  average  was  10.7$>.  The  highest  total  solids  content  was  23.6 P/o  and 
the  lowest  22.  C^.  The  average  was  23»1$* 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


1,129  inspections  were  made  at  food  premises  as  compared  with  1,224  the 
previous  year.  Of  the  35  butchers  shops,  12  are  multiple  concerns.  Three  local 
butchers  use  licensed  slaughterhouses  situated  outside  the  district.  The 
remaining  butchers  buy  off  the  hook  from  wholesalers  operating  from  Stratford, 
Kidderminster  and  Bromsgrove. 

One  large  bacon  factory  with  facilities  for  handling  2,500  pigs  a  week  is 
situated  in  the  area  but  at  present  its  output  is  far  below  potential.  The 
Council  make  a  charge  of  6d  per  pig  inspected  which  produced  an  income  of 
£508.  17.  6  in  1965 • 

A  Redditch  resident  complained  of  the  mouldy  condition  of  some  puff  pastry 
and  it  was  decided  to  prosecute  but  the  case  had  not  been  dealt  with  in  1965* 

Regular  visits  are  made  to  the  Market  on  Tuesdays  and  Saturdays.  A  number 
of  warnings  were  issued  to  stallholders  concerning  foodstuffs  exposed  to  con¬ 
tamination  and  one  case  of  confectionery  so  exposed  was  taken  to  Court  and  a 
fine  of  £17*  7.  0  imposed.

It  was  anticipated  that  at  least  5C$>  of  registered  premises  would  have  been 
inspected  during  1965  but  this  was  not  possible  due  to  staff  difficulties.  For 
the  same  reason  it  was  not  possible  to  deal  with  the  special  report  on  lighting 
as  requested  in  Circular  9* 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  are  a  number  of  contraventions  which  were  not 
complied  with  in  1965.  Many  of  these  notices  were  not  served  until  the  end  of 
1965  and  therefore  not  complied  with  until  1966*
